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Numismatics in War and Depression 

By THOMAS L. ELDER. 

(Paper read at the Annual Convention of the American Numismatic Association, 
Cleveland, Ohio, August 18 to 23, 1934.) 

The subject of numismatics in war and depression embraces an extended 
field which cannot be justly covered in one paper. In this instance any 
attention to ancient and mediaeval numismatics must be omitted. Such 
references are left to stalwart authors like Head, Stevenson, Duby and 
Mailliet, and you are asked to travel with me for a few minutes back to 
the outbreak of^our Civil War, at which time at least two numismatic socie- 
ties had already been formed in the United States and coin collecting had 
gotten off to a good start in America. Due to good numismatic leadership 
and authorship, some men of prominence in business and education had 
been attracted to the fold, and several important cataloguers of coins were 
already holding sales. These collectors included men not necessarily young, 
although some were young. 

During the Civil War collectors who had important collections sold in- 
cluded Leavitt, Seavey, Abbey, Woodward, Cogan, Cooley, Brooke, Finotti, 
Colburn, Field, Shurtleff, Illsley, Haines and Levick. The leading cata- 
loguers and auctioneers then were Bangs & Merwin, W. E. Woodward, Edw. 
Cogan and Leonard & Company. Woodward offered the great Mickley col- 
lection shortly after the Civil War, in 1867. It consisted of 3349 lots, 
which were sold in five days. His very fine 1799 cent brought only $32. 
He is believed to have gotten this 179 9 cent at the mint the year it was 
struck. This sale contained numismatic prizes too numerous to mention. 
Fine silver dollars sold well in those days, and so did proof cents in the 
twenties, thirties and forties. Cogan made Merwin’s catalogues, and was 
one of the first in the field. F. J. Sheldon conducted and held sales in 1863 
at Providence, R. I. Leavitt held a sale in 1864 in New York at the Book 
Trade Sales Rooms, at 498 Broadway. Old Joe Levick was collecting coins 
long before the Civil War, and Cogan sold a collection of coins and tokens 
for him in 1859. The writer sold one of his collections in the early 1900s, 
and the remainder of his coins after his death in New York City. He was 
one of the most indefatigable collectors of coins of his time. 

Token collecting thrived between 1859 and 1875, more so than at the 
present time. A revival of this branch of collecting is desirable. A good 
field is at the disposal of the token and medal collector. This series, par- 
ticularly the store cards and political tokens, especially in view of recent 
political events, is important and as interesting as ever. 

The Civil War period catalogues were filled with many rare coin gems and 
also rare political tokens. The coin cataloguers were busy while the Civil 
War raged. W. Elliott Woodward made trips twice a year to New York, 
from his home at Roxbury, Mass., and held big sales, usually four days long. 
These sales reached as many as 3200 lots each. Prices averaged. While 
some records would seem cheap today, still one has to remember the times 
and the big value of the gold dollar, which varied from 2 to 2^ to 1, due 
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to the exigencies of war. No uniformity prevailed as to the starting time 
for coin sales. We find Leonard & Company starting sales in Boston at 9 
and 10 o’clock in the morning. Bangs and Merwin in New York usually 
commenced their sales at 4 or 5 o’clock in the afternoon. Providence sales 
started at to 7 P. M.” McGillvray and Leonard started one sale at 

3 P. M. In view of the great divergence in hours in commencing these 
sales, the fact stands out that time was ignored, which leads us to ask 
“when did they eat?’’ and even to inquire what sort of war service they did. 

From the time of the Civil War to the present coins have been collected 
steadily and sales have been regularly held. Since the Spanish-American 
War the brothers Chapman, and the late Lyman H. Low, himself an honored 
veteran of the Civil War, have held many sales. The depression of 19 07 
found the writer, among others, busy holding coin sales. Some of us had 
accounts tied up for a time, due to the embarrassment of several important 
collectors, but little money was lost by collectors. Coin collecting went 
ahead during the World War, and a good many collectors, including the 
writer, shoudered a rifle for a time. 

American numismatists are naturally interested in knowing how the pres- 
ent depression has affected numismatics and collecting. There is, indeed, 
a feeling that numismatics today faces a situation akin to numismatics in 
war. Coin collectors had their first real shock when the Treasury Depart- 
ment issued an order to turn in gold coins, and, due to a bit of misunder- 
standing, one or two rather important coin collectors got frightened and 
turned in some coins which had cost them good premiums. This was soon 
cleared up and collectors are allowed to have their coins. Except in a few 
instances the present collector has paid very little more attention to gold 
coin collecting since then than usual, although the recent order would em- 
phasize that subject. While there is no evidence that anyone could collect 
gold coins to his disadvantage, collectors may soon begin to realize that it 
would be well for them to add a few choice examples to their cabinets, even 
at the present advancing prices, not forgetting that they are “tangible 
assets.’’ 

We are indeed “on our way,’’ but with a national debt reaching around 
twenty-nine billion dollars, a sum which the mind fails to grasp the mean- 
ing of; with a managed currency; with a devalued gold dollar, and with 
mhny millions of people still out of work, we may safely conclude that the 
depression is still with us. In New York we read that one-sixth of the 
entire population is on relief doles. 

Numismatically, the influences of the depression are in several respects 
marked. Several collectors, a few of them prominent, have stopped collect- 
ing. Among these are several important business men whose business 
cares have been recently added to. They have been too busy making ends 
meet to collect. Against theSe losses I am glad to state a new type of 
enthusiastic young collector has entered. He is usually of modest means, 
but at times receives earnest encouragement from his parents, who some- 
times accompany him to the coin sales to assist him in bidding on coins he 
desires. This newcomer is w'elcome to our ranks. Another new type of 
young collector is the one who includes the study of numismatics along 
with his school or college courses. One New York young man I know helped 
his school standing greatly and assisted toward graduation by writing a 
paper on numismatics. Another student at Dartmouth College proposes to 
formulate an article on the British coinage, to surprise his teachers with 
his unusual knowledge. The idea is good and one which should interest 
students who are interested in coins. 

In times of stress one instinctively reaches for tangible assets, already 
referred to. This would emphasize that coins are to a depression an asset 
as indestructible as the metal of which they are made. Paper-money in- 
flation, which is a possibility here, would of course embarrass coin collect- 
ing, but would not kill it. The elation which several coin dealers in Ger- 
many felt in seeing their coins sell for constantly advancing prices during 
the post-war currency inflation subsided when it was discovered that the 
paper money they had accepted in payment became worthless. Inflationary 
tendencies are bound to increase the value of rare coins, especially those 
of the lower price, say under fifty dollars. What inflation would do to the 
big rarities, especially in view of a financial collapse at the other end of the 
road is a question. Even in the face of the possibility of a collapse, due 
to a wild inflation dose, it is felt moderate priced coins would have more 
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permanent value than the great rarities. Even the development of a specu- 
lative instinct aids collecting. The writer knows of no safer investment in 
a depression than rare coins. Therefore, I say to you members who are 
attending this convention, be not downhearted over the numismatic outlook. 
It is necessary in such times as we are experiencing to look at coins from 
all angles, including the financial one; but at the same time let no one 
underestimate the artistic, archaeologic and historic values. A degree of 
speculation enters into collecting both here and abroad. It is no more true 
of coin collecting than of stamp collecting or other lines. All writers have 
emphasized it. The American collector, it is felt, possesses as little of the 
money-making instinct as the European collector. Let him who is without 
sin cast the first stone. Americans love their coins no less because coins 
have both a numismatic and money value. 

Conditions here as elsewhere are unsettled, and we live in an age of 
experiment in government here in the United States. The whole does not 
present a clear picture of our future. But the coin collector can feel that 
he can confide in his hobby and march calmly on, keeping his poise; that 
no world upheaval or national emergency can alter greatly the dependability 
or imperishability of this ancient pursuit. For it is to the coin collector 
“Adversis Major, Par Secundis” (“Superior to adversity, equal to pros- 
perity”). 


Money of the Alaskan Indians

(Paper read at the Annual Convention of the American Numismatic Association, 
Cleveland, Ohio, August 18 to 23, 1934.) 

In The Numismatist for April, 1933, there was published an article by 
the writer concerning the use of huge copper coins among the Indians of 
Alaska. Mention was made and specimens were illustrated of the plates 
used by the Kwakiutl Indians. 

Since that time I have had an extensive correspondence with various 
museums in Germany and America, through which I was unable to obtain 
but few new facts. However, through the Department of the Interior and 
other sources I have obtained considerable new information. I was par- 
ticularly fortunate in making a contact with Professor Axel Rasmussen, 
and with a Salvation Army missionary who travels through the interior, 
and from them received much first-hand information not only concerning 
the use of these huge copper plates, which are called “coppers” by the 
whites, and “tinnah” by the Indians, but also concerning other medias of 
exchange formerly used in Alaska. 

These coppers were used among the Indians in Alaska, including the 
tribes of the Tlingit, and Haida, which in 1912 had a population of approxi- 
mately 4400 and 200, respectively, but much less now, as they are rapidly 
dying out; and in British Columbia among the tribes of the Haida, which in 
19 09 had an approximate population of 611; among the Tsimshian, with 
an approximate population of 3,420; among the Kwakiutl, approximate 
population 2,013; among the Nootkan, approximate population 2,055; the 
Belle Coola, 281, and the Coast Salish, 4598. These figures were given in 
an annual report of the Department of Indian Affairs, Ottawa, Canada, 1909, 
and the Encyclopedia Brittanica, 1912. 

These various tribes used slaves in making purchases or exchanges of 
considerable value among themselves, and they made well-organized raids 
upon their southern neighbors with the sole object of securing these slaves. 
Articles were said to be worth so many slaves, usually because the article 
could be traded for that number of slaves, and sometimes it caused a certain 
number of slaves to be sacrificed to give a fictitious value to the article. As 
an example of this. Professor Rasmussen cites the fact that there is a drum 
in his collection for which a slave was paid, and, therefore, the Indian 
owner in referring to it said it was worth “one slave.” As a second exam- 
ple, he has a pair of ear ornaments whose real value was very small, but 
which were said to have cost ten slaves because that number of slaves were 
actually killed at a “pot latch” given when the ear ornaments were used 
for the first time. 
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In my article of April, 1933, I did not go into any great detail as to the 
elaborate ceremonies used at the “pot latch,” simply explaining that the 
large “coppers” were used to buy blankets and were sold to rival tribes and 
clans. The divisions of the various Indian groups were rather complex. 
The Tlingits were divided into two Phratries — the Raven and the Wolf — 
each of which was divided into numerous clans. These clans were repre- 
sented in several villages. In each village there might be several com- 
munity houses of one clan; for instance, one of the Wrangell clans of the 
Raven is the Kiksadi. There were three community houses of the Kiksadi 
in Wrangell. Each had several families, with their slaves and adherents. 
The Kiksadi clan was also represented in Sitka and Sanga, with seven and 
one houses, respectively. Marriage must be between members of the oppo- 
site Phratrie. Descent was traced through the mothers. (See John R. 
Swanton’s “Social Condition, Beliefs and Linguistic Relationship of the 
Tlingit Indians,” twenty-sixth report. Bureau of Ethnology, for a discussion 
of Tlingit divisions.) 

All members of a tribe assisted in raising the required number of blankets 
to buy the larger “coppers,” and when they were unable to do so the tribe 
would lose “face,” and in my previous article I explained that the rivalry 
between the chiefs and clans very often found its greatest expression in the 
destruction of valuables or property, so that a chief would burn so many 
blankets, destroy so many canoes, or break a “copper,” thus indicating his 
disregard for the amount of property destroyed and showing that his power 
and wealth was greater than that of his rival. Rivalry as thus expressed 
by the destruction of coppers and other property was usually between the 
different clans of the same people, perhaps of the same village, but it might 
be between other divisions. There were a number of chiefs in a village 
like Wrangell, each having authority over a community house, and some 
being more or less generally recognized because of their caste or personal 
attainments. These chiefs were often exceedingly jealous of each other 
and many feuds arose. It now appears that one of the methods of showing 
the strength of a tribe was in the putting to death of many slaves during 
the pot latch. It develops that the breaking of a copper was not common 
among the Tlingit, but when done was the equivalent of sacrificing as many 
slaves as the worth of the copper. The Kwakiutl, Haida and the Tsimshian 
tribes broke “coppers” and later repaired them, although I can find no 
record of the riveting together of the Tlingit “copper.” No such specimen 
seems to be known in Alaska at the present time, and the only such speci- 
men located so far is in the collection of the Field Museum in Chicago. 
These huge coppers are now very scarce, and it is almost impossible to ob- 
tain specimens. This is largely due to the fact that in former days these 
large coppers were very often used as headstones at the graves of important 
chiefs, and have since disappeared. The few that are in possession of the 
tribes now are held in high esteem and can only be purchased occasionally 
when some chieftain dies and the relatives or tribe need money badly. 
There seems to be none left at all among the Tlingit tribe, and only a few 
among the tribes farther south. The Haida tribe seems to have used the 
largest “coppers.” It is my fortune to have in my collection at the present 
time three varieties. One small one from the Haida tribe, which is pic- 
tured in the April, 1933, article, measuring 5%x3i/4 inches; a much larger 
specimen from the Kwakiutl tribe, measuring 29^x12^2 inches, and a very 
large specimen of the Tlingit copper, measuring 37i/^x25i^ inches, orig- 
inally owned by Chief Shakes of Old Town. In my correspondence with 
various people throughout Alaska I found that the few specimens which 
were available were either not for sale at any price, or the price was pro- 
hibitive, in many cases a value of two hundred dollars being placed on the 
larger “coppers.” 

As to the origin of these coppers, there are a number of interesting le- 
gends concerning them, and Professor Rasmussen has been kind enough to 
supply me with a great deal of legendary information on the subject. A 
Tlingit myth handed down from one generation to another states that there 
was once a woman of the tribe who was a great gossip. Her continual talk 
caused trouble and there was a battle in which many were killed. As a re- 
sult, the woman and her young son were exiled by their people, and they 
went off a long ways to live. The young man hunted food for himself and 
his mother. 
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One day before he went out the old woman told him that when he saw 
an animal he should shoot an arrow at it and call like a raven. Soon he 
came to a lake, and on the far side saw something coming towards him. 
He shot and called as directed. The animal was killed and the son went 
home to tell his mother. She asked him what he had killed, but he could 
not tell her, and she sent him back to seer and he found that the animal 
was a large fish which looked like a huge shark and was covered with a 
shiny material. His mother told him that this material would make him 
rich and directed him to take his time and cut it up. He sharpened stone 
tools on the beach and first cut down the middle of the animal and removed 
the covering in large sheets, which he took home and stacked up like 
lumber in large piles. When all the work was done a Tsimshian Indian 
came that way and upon inquiry found that the hunter lived alone with his 
mother, having been exiled from their tribe. The visitor was fed and after 
the meal purchased a small plate of the bright material (copper), for which 
he paid the young hunter 20 blankets, one mink skin, and one other skin. 
The news became known and others came to buy, and the young man and 
his mother became very rich. The material was shiny at first, but later it 
became dark, until it turned almost black. These plates were used as orna- 
ments in the man’s house, and thus originated a name still borne by a small 
clan of the Tlingit, “IKYATZ-HIT-TAN,” meaning, “metal-house-clan." 

There seems to be no doubt but what the use of these huge “coppers” 
antedates the arrival of the white man. The older ones were certainly 
made from copper nuggets (native copper). Several myths mention copper 
for these pieces as coming from native metal. A Haida story is recorded 
by J. R. Swanton in his “Contributions to tbe Ethnology of the Haida,” 
published by the American Museum of Natural History, page 146. Another 
myth or legend repeated to Professor Rasmussen by a very old but intelli- 
gent Tlingit was: In Dry Bay, south of Yukutat, there lived several fami- 
lies of the Kogwautous on the beach at the mouth of the Alsak river. 
Above them lived another clan of Tlingits. One day Indians from the inte- 
rior came down the river. They were dressed in skins and had large bags 
on either side. They called to the people of the upper village to carry them 
across the river in their canoes. The Tlingits could not understand the 
language and feared the visitors were wild men, gorilla-like monsters who 
would kill them. One of these strangers knew a few Tlingit words and was 
able to make them understand what he wanted, but the only reply was, 
“We don’t want any wild men.” The disappointed visitors went on down 
the river to the beach, where they found Kogwautous, who at once sent 
canoes across the stream. The visitors had copper to trade. Thus the 
Kogwautous first got copper, which they fashioned into “Tinnahs,” and 
which explains why this tribe had many of these large “coppers.” For in- 
formation as to the location of the Coast Indian tribes, refer to Goddard's 
“Indians of the North-west Coast.” 

So much for the legends. It is probable that some vessel was wrecked 
and cast upon the coast of Alaska and the natives removed the copper 
shielding, and worked it into these various size coppers. At some later date 
it is more than likely that later white traders from the South, finding the 
Indians valued these copper plates very highly, imported copper which they 
used in buying furs from the Indians. It is also likely that the Tlingit who 
camped at the mouth of the Alsak River, south of Yakutat, obtained native 
copper brought down by other Indians from the interior. 

In addition to the use of these huge “coppers,” which were apparently 
used in large transactions, the native tribes have used in trading among 
themselves various other medias. Abalone shell was traded from tribe to 
tribe, coming originally from the California-Washington coast, the value 
increasing as it changed hands and traveled farther and farther from the 
source. The white traders soon brought down the price by importing 
abalone shell in large quantities. Many of the Indians still value this shell, 
and it is used among them even at the present time. 

Large shark teeth brought from the South were also valued and are still 
prized. The small teeth from the local shark were not used, and never had 
any value as a media of exchange. 

Opercula from sea snails found attached to kelp around the Queen Char- 
lotte Islands were also used in trade and as a media of exchange. Many of 
them were used to make inlays on the edges of carved bowls and other 
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similar objects. These opercula might easily be mistaken for teeth and 
are used by the snails to close the doors of their shells when they are dis- 
turbed. 

Dentalia were also used, very much as wampum was used by the United 
States Indians, and were a valued media of exchange among the Alaskan 
Indians. These animals grow in the water a little below low tide and are 
caught by thrusting at them a bundle of small sticks tied to a long shaft, 
so that the shells were caught between the sticks. They were then cleaned 
and highly polished, which represented considerable labor, and so were 
valued and used as money. 

After the coming of the white man, blankets, beads and buttons became 
the medias of exchange. The blankets were cheap and made of shoddy 
material and were almost useless for any practical use, but were kept in 
large chests and stored away in the houses. In my article of April, 1933, 
I mention that the huge copper plates were given a name according to size, 
and were valued at so many blankets, the large ones being worth as much 
as 7500 blankets. 

Many kinds of beads were also used by the white traders. The most 
popular were the red globular beads about Ys inch in diameter, and blue 
angular beads of various sizes. These angular beads were also made in 
various shades running from pure white to dark red, and in various sizes 
from very small to the size of a hickory nut. They were originally import- 
ed by the Russian traders and used in buying furs, gold dust and walrus 
ivory from the coast Indians, who did not permit the Indians in the inte- 
rior to trade directly with the whites. Later the Hudson Bay posts through- 
out all of Canada and Alaska were supplied with these angular beads, which 
were a standard media used in trading with the Indians. There are more 
than a hundred varieties of these various beads in my collection. 

Many kinds of pearl buttons were also used as money, the Indians often 
using these buttons to sew on blankets in a Totemic pattern. The large 
pearl buttons with a brass shank were of the highest value and had a 
standard exchange value of one button for a martin skin. These larger 
buttons were often kept in strings like beads and circulated among the 
Indians as money. Small pearl buttons were also used for smaller values, 
and the Indians prized them highly, exhibiting their wealth in this form by 
sewing them on their garments in various designs. 

In closing, one correction should be made in the article of April, 1933, 
in which it was stated that the small copper illustrated represented the 
value of one blanket and was called “Haida.” The valuation was correct, 
but the interpretation should have been that this copper came from the 
Haida tribe. 


TO ISSUE JUBILEE MEDAL FOR KING GEORGE V. 

It is now known that His Majesty will personally present a silver Jubilee 
Medal to commemorate the twenty-fifth anniversary of his accession to 
members of the army, navy, air force, diplomatic corps, civil service and 
notables of the empire who attend the Jubilee celebrations on May 6th, 
1935. 

Sir Goscombe John, R. A., has been commissioned to design and execute 
the medal. His Majesty has been reported as being delighted with the first 
impression. The obverse of the medal will have the names George V and 
Queen Mary, portraits of the King and Queen, both wearing crowns, and the 
date. May 6, 1935, the King wearing the robes and collar of the Order of the 
Garter 

The reverse of the medal will have the royal cipher with the imperial 
crown, and the two dates, May 6, 1910 and May 6, 1935. 

Both the King and Queen gave Sir Goscombe sittings at Buckingham 
palace. . , 

The models, already finished, are now at the mint, where the dies will be 
made and the medals struck. They will be in silver and the size of a half 
crown and will be worn on a ribbon in the same manner as the majority of 
other decorations.

A MOST UNUSUAL HOARD. 

Some time ago I was informed that a certain gentleman had a most un- 
usual collection of half dollars. I was so much interested that I called on 
him and was shown fifty of the choicest half dollars that one would want to 
lay his eyes on, ranging from 1810 to 1840. The coins were from extremely 
fine to uncirculated. There v/as one Liberty seated type of 1840 and the 
remainder were the bust type issued from 1810 to 1839. 

This gentleman was not a numismatist, although he possessed many in- 
teresting and unusual specimens of United States coinage and paper cur- 
rency. He would not part with any of the specimens for the reason that 
they had been in the family for many years and were to be passed on to his 

children. . ^ 

The story he told me of the half dollars and how they came into the 
family runs back to the days when this gentleman’s father was the under- 
taker of the community. It appears that Mrs. So-and-so was a very thrifty 
old soul and saved up her half dollars to pay for her burial expenses. She 
would only put away the choicest specimens in a sealed can that was marked 
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for this special purpose. The undertaker was interviewed by this lady and 
all arrangements were made many years prior to her death. The cost of 
the complete service at the time was the sum of fifty dollars, and sure 
enough the can was found to contain one hundred half dollars and a de- 
mand that the undertaker was to perform all required services for this sum 
and also give the family pastor a receipt in full as evidence that said ser- 
vices were completely paid for by the contents of the can. The undertaker 
fulfilled all the requirements and kept the can in his desk for many years, 
calling it his “nest egg” one time and “rainy-day-fund” at another time. 
Finally he decided to divide it among the two boys and called them together 
one evening. He gave each boy fifty of these half dollars and told them 
the story. His special request was that these boys keep these pieces in 
remembrance of him and use them only when it was imperative. The gentle- 
man that I talked to and who told me the story and showed me the half 
dollars still has his fifty. “And,” he stated, “my brother is now 82, and to 
the best of my knowledge he still has his fifty half dollars in as nice condi- 
tion as when father gave them to us some fifty years ago.”

AN AGE-OLD CUSTOM. 

Organized, systematized, classified knowledge is forever captivatingly at- 
tracted with the free state of that incalculably small organic structure which 
is supposed to be the basis of all life — the final separation, the last cell as 
we microscopically draw near the great and profound secret, the incompre- 
hensible mystery on the other side — the beginning of life, from out of the 
immeasurable expanse of time. 

But while there is as much, if not even more, attraction and enchantment 
surrounding the force that makes for business — a force so powerful that 
from its primary infiuences great ships are launched, railroads are built and 
whole cities spring up — there is no comparable mysterious secret because 
the prime infiuence is exchange, known of all men, even to the savages — 
the giving in trade of what one has for what one wants. 

Barter, trade, exchange is the life-blood of business. When the process 
of exchanging, either directly or by some form of token, is lively and of 
great bulk, business is most sure to be good, and when the process and 
practice of exchange is hesitating and slow, business is weakened. So men 
generally turn by natural impulse toward places offering suitable occasion 
and convenient time for the exchange of that which they have for that 
which they want. 

Various-issued scrip money, development of man’s age-old custom of bar- 
tering goods for services, has during these few years past come into exten- 
sive use in many localities, having in some instances attained a greater turn- 
over than cash. In addition, the practice of exchanging services for shelter 
and food grew up in certain centers where formal scrip had been issued. 

In numerous instances scrip was issued to the unemployed in exchange for 
work, and the workers, in turn, bartered the same for food, clothing and 
various other necessities of life. Merchants in a large number of cases co- 
operated in receiving this form of currency in payment for goods, and not 
a few banks credited depositors with cash to the paper’s par value.

THE TEXAS CENTENNIAL HALF DOLLAR. 

Distribution to the public of the Texas Centennial half dollar began on 
December 20, and will continue indefinitely. A maximum of 1,500,000 
pieces is authorized by Congress. The proceeds from the sale of the coins 
will go to building a Texas Memorial Museum, which it is hoped to have 
completed and open to the public in 193 6. The American Legion Texas 
Centennial Committee and the Texas Memorial Museum Commission are in 
charge of the sale of the coins. 

Obverse — A large eagle superimposed on a large five-pointed star occu- 
pies the center. Below, “1934.” To the lower left, “E Pluribus Unum.” 
To the upper right, “In God We Trust.” Inscription surrounding, “United 
States of America. Half Dollar.” 

Reverse — The center is occupied by a seated female figure with drapery 
and outstretched wings. Her left arm is thrown protectingly over a minia- 
ture representation of the Alamo. Above her head, on a scroll, “Liberty” 
and the six flags that have flown under Texas skies. At the left and right, 
medallion portraits of Sam Houston and Stephen F. Austin. Inscription 
surrounding, “The Texas Independence Centennial. Remember the Alamo.” 

The Texas half dollar is one of the most attractive of the commemorative 
series. There may be some criticism of the reverse on the ground that it is 
crowded. The designs are by Pompeo Coppini, an adopted son of Texas, 
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with offices at San Antonio and New York. He also designed the monument 
to Terry’s Texas Rangers and to the Alamo in front of the State Capitol; 
the Stephen F. Austin and the Joanna Troutman monuments in the Texas

State Cemetery at Austin; the Littlefield Memorial in front of the “Forty 
Acres’’ of the University of Texas campus; and the bust of Woodrow Wilson 
in the College of the City of New York, as well as a similar one in Poland.

NEW ENGLAND HOBBY" ( OLLECTORS’ SHOW. 

The conservative city of Boston was recently treated to its first hobby 
show, held in the famous Horticultural Hall, Boston, under the management 
of the Campbell-Fairbanks Expositions, Inc. A very wide range of hobby 
collecting included some 16 booths of stamp merchants, more than that 
number of antique dealers and something like 40 other booths containing 
collections of all sorts, ranging from Indian relics and antique firearms 
to ship models and butterflies. 

The show, which was open daily during the afternoon and evening, ran 
for five days, December 11 to December 15, inclusive, and received great 
publicity in all the Boston daily papers, both before and during the show. 
There was indeed hardly a day while the show was open when there were 
not several press notices of it. Cooperating with the experienced Campbell- 
Fairbanks Expositions, Inc., management was the American Numismatic 
Association Massachusetts District Secretary, Henry Schuhmacher, who act- 
ed as director of the show, and to whose perseverance in hunting up collect- 
ors of odd hobbies much of the show’s success can be attributed. It is 
stated that, considering this was the first hobby show ever held in Boston, 
the attendance was more than satisfactory. Financially the result were 
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such as to encourage an immediate starting of plans for another hobby show 
next year. 

Coin collecting was represented by a fine booth of the American Numis- 
matic Association and the Boston Numismatic Society. Considerable A. N. 
A. literature was distributed to interested visitors and sales were made of 
the December issue of The Numismatist. A splendid exhibit was maintained 
in the booth by Charles A. Davis, vice-president of the Boston Numismatic 
Society, throughout the whole time. Drawing on his enormous collection 
of coins, medals, badges and paper money, Mr. Davis so changed his ex- 
hibits from day to day that returning visitors were pleasantly surprised to 
have much new numismatic material to study daily. Both the A. N. A. and 
the Boston society are much indebted to Mr. Davis, who put in many hours 
of preparation and attendance in the cause of numismatics. He was assist- 
ed at the booth from time to time by various other members of the Boston 
Numismatic Society, who all agreed that the show could be called a real 
success. Other numismatic material exhibited was one of the famous Huey 
Long medals, which attracted much attention and comment even from 
visitors not immediately interested in coin collecting. Mr. Schuhmacher 
had on exhibition in another part of the hall his well known collection of 
medals of the 19 30 Massachusetts Bay Tercentenary which was invaluable 
to the present writer in compiling the list of medals commemorating this 
event which was published in The Numismatist several years ago. Another 
feature of numismatic interest was Mr. Schuhmacher’s large collection of 
medals of the Washington 19 32 Tercentenary. 

Numismatists may feel, therefore, that while there was a dominating 
atmosphere of antiques and postage stamps in the show, the A. N. A. and 
the pastime of coin collecting were represented in a dignified and effective

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MOND NICKEL COMPANY’S ANNIVERSARY MEDAL. 

The increasing use of nickel for coinage in all parts of the world makes 
that metal of more than passing interest to collectors. We illustrate here 
a medal issued a few years ago in pure nickel by the Mond Nickel Com- 
pany, of London, England, on the occasion of its twenty-fifth anniversary. 
(Specimen by courtesy of the firm.) 

The figure depicted on the obverse of the medal symbolizes the element 
Nickel. The word “nickel” originally signified “mischievous, or obstinate, 
demon.” In this sense it was applied by the medieval miners of Central 
Europe to niccolite, an arsenical nickel ore which, being red colored, they 



mistook for copper ore, and opprobriously called it kupfer-nickel. The 
word “nickel” was subsequently adopted for the element by Cronsted when 
he succeeded in isolating it from niccolite in 17 51. The Latin inscription, 
taken from Ovid, means “then for the first time a winged thing sprang 
aloft,” the allusion being to the discovery made by the late Dr. Ludwig 
Mond, F. R. S., and Dr. Danger that nickel could be refined by volatiliza- 
tion. It will be observed that the figure symbolizing Nickel is tossing Mond 
nickel pellets from one hand to the other. The maple leaves and daffodils 
on the reverse of the medal are emblematic of Canada and Wales. 


OREGON TRAIIj HALF DOLLARS. 

Re the Resolution Passed by the Heai*t of America Numismatic Association. 

Much has been written about the resolution passed by our club, and since 
the writer is the sponsor of said resolution he has the following comment to 
make for the benefit of all concerned. 

First and most important, I don’t believe that more than a couple of 
dozen people realize what it is all about; but let everybody read the enabling 
acts of commemorative coins and perhaps they will grasp things more 
clearly. One important item reads that “the commission or its authorized 
agent may request coins in such numbers and at such times and upon pay- 
ment of face value, etc.” In short, as long as the commission exists it may 
call on the Director of the Mint for any quantity it desires until the amount 
called for in the enabling act has been used up. 

The Oregon Trail issue, if I remember correctly, calls for six million 
pieces, with approximately 300,000 called for to date. 

As long as the commission continues in existence, and there is good reason 
for it continuing, we probably will have Oregon Trail half dollars' for the 
next fifty years, at the rate they are being called for now, before the entire 
issue is used up. As far as changing the design is concerned, only Congress 
can authorize a change, if I read the enabling act correctly, and I often 
wonder if the date can rightfully be changed. But that is another ques- 
tion, and one not under discussion now. 

My idea in fostering our resolution (it was not made strong enough to 
suit me) was that in 19 33 we were all initiated into something new in 
numismatics, a third party and an extra profit for the collector to pay. And 
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again in 1934 this third party gained control of the greatest part of a limit- 
ed issue, without the collector having an opportunity to obtain a specimen 
at the regular price. No one complains about paying a premium for any 
coin, if he neglected obtaining one through the regular channels or if he 
prefers having a dealer obtain a specimen for him, but it goes against 
everybody’s grain for any commission to sell out practically a complete issue 
to one party year after year, and then have that party charge an outrageous 
price immediately. 

Since the A. N. A. is the union of all collectors, it seems that it is high 
time some action were taken one way or another to protect the collector. 
A petition or protest gotten up by our President and signed by all collect- 
ors, whether A. N. A. members or not, and mailed to the Oregon Trail Com- 
mission ought to do the work. If it fails, I know of only one other solution, 
and that is for the A. N. A. to openly condemn this issue and ask all collect- 
ors to take a hands-off policy, for who else wants them besides collectors 
and why should collectors, 80 per cent, of whom are in moderate circum- 
stances, be bled for the next 50 years if he wants Oregon Trail half dollars. 

The writer asks no favors, but merely asks for an equitable distribution 
of commemorative coins, and welcomes all comments and criticism so that 
he may carry on the work that has been started. 

At the time this is written, the writer has before him letters from prac- 
tically every club in the country, and 9 9 per cent, endorse and go on record 
as being in accord with our sentiments.

DANIEL BOONE HALF DOLLARS DATED 1934 WILL BE SCARCE. 

Advices received from headquarters of the Daniel Boone Bicentennial 
Commission are to the effect that the dies for the Daniel Boone commemora- 
tive half dollar, which is dated 1934, were destroyed early in January, and 
future coins for the commission will be dated 1935. As only about 10,000 
pieces dated 1934 have been struck, they will be correspondingly rare. An 
effort was made by the commission to have the date 1934 retained in a less 
conspicuous place on those to be dated 193 5, but this was declared impos- 
sible without an act of Congress to that effect. 


LOOK OUT FOR ELECTROTYPES OF U. S. RARITIES. 

There have been quite a few electrotypes of rare pieces sold to the shops 
here in the last few days. Three different shops bought them the same day, 
and two others the next day. They consisted of 1796, 1802, 1836 half cents, 
and all the rare dates in the 1840’s; 1793, 1799 and 1804 cents, a lot of 
Colonials and a Confederate half dollar. Three different shops had half 
cents of the same date.

ADDITION TO A. N. A. LmUARY. 

A copy of “History of Nickel Coinage,” by F. R. Barton, C. M. G., has 
been donated to the A. N. A. Library through the courtesy of A. C. Sturney, 
Manager, bureau of information on nickel, the Mond Nickel Company, Ltd., 
London, England.

The booklet forms an interesting supplement to a similar richly illus- 
trated book on the subject of nickel coins, published by the International 
Nickel Company, several years ago. 


RESOLUTION OF THE RROOKLYN ( OIN CLUB. 

Following is a copy of a resolution adopted by the Brooklyn Coin Club at 
its 20th meeting, held December 12th, 1934: 

WHEREAS it has been the policy of the Treasury Department, through 
the United States Mints, to issue commemorative coins celebrating historical 
occasions and events; and 

WHEREAS it has been the policy of the Treasury to issue such coins at 
the request of historical societies; and 

WHEREAS the Mint has issued such historical coins and reissued them at 
the request of certain societies; and 

WHEREAS it has come to the attention of this body that certain of the 
said societies have made it a practice to dispose of all the coins so struck 
to one dealer in rare coins, to the detriment and disadvantage of all other 
persons interested in collecting the same; and 

WHEREAS such private sale by such societies has tended to create a 
monopoly of such historic coins; now, therefore, be it 

RESOLVED by the Brooklyn Coin Club, That this body, made up of col- 
lectors of historic coins and tokens, condemns and deplores the frequent 
reissue of historic coins of the same design but of different dates, and more 
particularly regards as a vicious practice, and one which ought to be cur- 
tailed, the policy of certain historic societies to dispose of such special issues 
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of coins to one particular dealer without allowing the general public and 
other historic societies to secure any of said coins; be it further 

RESOLVED, That a copy of this resolution be sent to the Treasurer of 
the United States, the Director of the Mint, President of the American 
Numismatic Society, President of the American Numismatic Association, 
Oregon Trail Association, affiliate organizations of the American Numismatic 
Association, and such historical societies as may in the future have com- 
memorative coins struck and issued. 


Deaths 

HENRY CHAPMAN. 

After an illness of two years, during which he was confined to his home, 
Henry Chapman, one of the foremost numismatists in the United States, 
died at his home, 33 5 South Sixteenth street, Philadelphia, on January 4, 
aged 75 years. His career as a dealer in coins covered a period of nearly 
sixty years, perhaps longer than that of any other dealer in the United

States. He had been a member of the A. N. A. since its organization in 
1888 and was No. 3 in its membership list. He was regular in his attend- 
ance at conventions and attended perhaps more of them than any other 
member. 

His career as a dealer dates back to 1875, when he, a mere youth, and his 
elder brother, S. Hudson Chapman, who died about four years ago, founded 
the firm of S. H. & H. Chapman and began buying and selling coins after 
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having gained some numismatic experience in the establishment of John W. 
Haseltine. The partnership continued until about twenty-five years ago, 
when it was dissolved, each continuing in business as a dealer. During their 
career many noted collections were placed with them for sale at auction, 
one of the earliest and largest being the Bushnell collection, which was sold 
in 1882. 

During his lifetime Henry Chapman had* built up a substantial business 
through fairness of description of coins and his personal integrity, and his 
death removes perhaps the last of the old school of dealers in the United 
States. 

A native of Philadelphia, Mr. Chapman was the son of Henry and Jane 
Hudson Chapman, who came from Dublin, Ireland. He was a birthright 
member of the Twelfth Street Friends’ Meeting and a member of the His- 
torical Society of Pennsylvania. He was a life member of the American 
Numismatic Society, New York City, and a member of the numismatic 
clubs of New York, Chicago, Rochester and California. His special personal 
interest was in stamps and Colonial paper money. 

Surviving him are a widow, a son, Joseph C. Chapman, and three daugh- 
ters, Mrs. John F. Arndt, Mrs. Francis E. Judson and Mrs. George Peterson 


MALCOLM STOKER, M. D. 

Malcolm Storer, a leading physician of Boston, a widely known numis- 
matist, and the most prominent member of the Boston Numismatic Society, 
died at his home, 380 Beacon Street, on January 2, 1935. He was the 
grandson of David Humphreys Storer (1804-91) and the son of Horatio 
Ilobinson Storer (1830-1922), both in their day eminent in American medi- 
cine, and the latter also a distinguished numismatist. 

He was born in Milton, Mass., April 26, 1862, received much of his ear- 
lier education in England and continental Europe, and was graduated from 
Harvard College in 1885 and from the Harvard Medical School in 1889. 
He was in active practice in Boston for some thirty years. He was married 
at Geneva, N. Y., October 31, 1899, to Miss Grace Ayrault, of that place, 
who survives him, together with a daughter, Mrs. Egerton B. Sawtelle. 
Two brothers and a sister also survive him. 

In medicine he was known as the author of numerous papers in the field 
of gynecology, in which subject he had been instructor in the Harvard 
Medical School, specialist at St. Elizabeth’s Hospital and the Boston Dis- 
pensary; he had been President of the Boston Obstetrical Society, a coun- 
cillor of the Harvard Medical Alumni Association, and had held other 
medical positions and offices. In 1910 he reported to his college class that 
“Boston, in winter, with plenty of hospital work and a modicum of private 
practice, and summer at Islesford, Maine, render existence not entirely un- 
attractive.’’ During the war he was commissioned lieutenant in the Medical 
Reserve Corps, and worked some three years for the “French and Italian 
Reliefs.’’ He was a member of the Society for Medical Improvement, the 
Massachusetts Medical Society, and the American Medical Association. 

Of associations not medical or numismatic, he belonged to the Club of 
Odd Volumes, the Harvard and St. Botolph Clubs, the Naval History Society 
and the Massachusetts Historical Society, of which he had been a councillor! 

In the numismatic field he was author of a paper on “Admiral Vernon 
Medals (1919) and of a volume entitled “Numismatics of Massachusetts’’ 
(1923), and editor of his father’s “Medicina in Nummis’’ (1931). He was, 
besides, entrusted with the care of important numismatic collections in the 
Boston region. He had made for himself a considerable collection of Naval 
medals, he was curator of the collection of Medical medals presented by 
his father to the Boston Medical Library; of the coins at Harvard College; 
of the coins and medals at the Massachusetts Historical Society; and was 
honorary keeper of coins at the Boston Museum of Fine Arts. 

When, in 1907, the Boston Numismatic Society, at that time reduced to 
some five members, discovered that there were a few younger men who 
might be able to carry on its work, it was quick to elect them to member- 
ship. One of these younger men was Storer, who became vice-president 
and curator the next year. In 1914 he became President for a term of four 
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years, and held this office again in 1925, serving as secretary during five of 
the six intervening years. Whether in office or out, he was always much 
interested in the society. 

In later years he travelled much — as far as Hawaii and Africa — and at 
times gave us interesting addresses about his journeys, as well as on numis- 
matics, of which he had a very wide and thorough knowledge. 

He belonged to the American Numismatic Society and the American 
Numismatic Association, and during the latter’s convention held in Boston 
in 1921 was host to its officers and those of our society at an enjoyable 
dinner at the Harvard Club. He was alwyas a leader among us — the leader 
and it is not possible to express our sense of what his departure means. 

His heritage was unusual, and to it he added attainment, sharing most 
freely both his gifts and his learning. He possessed a Greek sensibility 
and a Roman strength, combining the graces of life with earnestness. He 
enjoyed being useful in the world, and so fulfilled all his obligations as to 
find them more than agreeable. He was good by instinct, and remained so. 
He took a keen delight in human intercourse, recognizing to the full the 
Qualities of other men and not remarking any lack. Others, on their part, 
discerned his superiority and placed him high in their esteem. To use his 
own characterization of one of his old friends, “he was a gallant gentleman 


and a great loss.”

He was born at St. Roch L’Achigan, Quebec, April 8, 1868, and had been 
a practicing physician at St. Jacques for over 35 years. He was recognized 
as an authority on Canadian coins and tokens, particularly as to die varieties. 
Papers by him on Canadian tokens have appeared in The Numismtist for 
many years. He has also published a number of books on Canadian tokens, 
the principal ones being:

Over half a hundred ink signatures of Robert Morris, sold in a single lot;

We 
likely shall never see again such a paper-money collection. Guess Wismer 
will remember that sale.

DETROIT COIN CLUB ENDORSES H. A. N. A. RESOLUTION. 

At the meeting of the Detroit Coin Club on December 6th a motion was 
unanimously carried supporting the resolution of the Heart of America 
Numismatic Association adopted at its meeting of October 8th. The resolu- 
tion asks that the Government be requested to control organizations author- 
ized to issue commemorative coins by stipulating the price at which they 
are to be sold and the number of coins that may be sold to each individual 
collector, dealer or corporation. 

The Secretary was instructed to inform the H. A. N. A. of the action of 
the Detroit Coin Club and a copy of the notice to be sent to the President 
of the A. N. A. and the editor of The Numismatist. 


NEW PORTRAITS ON CANADIAN BANK NOTES. 

As has already been noted, the various Canadian chartered banks are pre- 
paring at the present time new notes to be of identical size to those which 
will be issued around the first of March for the new Central Bank of Canada. 

The Dominion Bank will have in their new series the likeness of its presi- 
dent, C. H. Carlisle. 

The Royal Bank is also planning some changes in the pictures on their 
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notes, and it is understood that Morris W. Wilson, the new president of the 
Royal Bank, will be shown on its notes. 

The majority of the other banks will as closely as possible follow the de- 
sign of the notes they are replacing. 

On the date that the Bank of Canada commences operations, the chartered 
banks must bring their maximum circulation down to the amount of their 
paid-up capital. By January 1, 19 3 6 the maximum circulation must be re- 
duced 5 per cent, below the paid-up capital for each of five years. 

From January 1, 1941, the maximum permitted circulation drops by 10 
per cent, of the total paid-up capital each year, so that by the end of 1946 
the banks will be entitled to circulate notes to the extent of 25 per cent, 
of their capital as a maximum. 

In this way the Government has taken care to see that the new notes of 
the Central Bank of Canada will have a gradual place in circulation and 
that the circulating privileges being taken away from the chartered banks 
will not mean a too drastic immediate cut in profits.

COUNTERFEITER OF COMMEMORATIVE COINS ARRESTED. 

Following the appearance of several counterfeit half dollars in New York 
City recently, the Secret Service operatives in that city under Alan G. 
Straight arrested Nicholas Derevitzkay at his apartment at 2 West 120th 
street on December 22. He was held for grand jury action by Commission- 
er Cotter. 

In his apartment the agents found complete equipment for molding the 
coins, made over from a dental mechanic’s paraphernalia. Derevitzkay, 
Mr. Straight said, confessed and told how he had entered the business of 
manufacturing spurious collectors’ coins. 

Derevitzkay said that he was a graduate of the Royal Naval Academy, 
that he was wounded four times in the World War and was taken prisoner 
by the Bolsheviki while fighting with the White Russians. The Red court, 
he said, sentenced him to be shot within seventy-two hours, but he escaped 
and after great hardship made his way to Harbin, Manchuria. He reached 
the United States and set up as a master dental mechanic. He had been in 
that trade in Russia, but met little success here. 

A few months ago he conceived the idea of manufacturing the counter- 
feit coins. His work was so perfect, Mr. Straight said, that none of the 
dealers suspected the fraud until they weighed the coins and found them 
about 4 grains short of prescribed Government weight. 

Derevitzkay disclosed that he had used a new method in turning out the 
coins, so that, except for the short weight, they were perfect. He fashioned 
plaster-of-paris molds and then forced the silver into the mold through a 
pinhole at the bottom of a tube, using air pressure of several hundred 
pounds. 

“This made the milling perfect,’’ the agents said. “The pressure filled 
out every tiny crevice of the milled edges.’’ 

Howland Wood, of the American Numismatic Society, called at Secret 
Service Headquarters to congratulate the agents for the arrest. He, too,, 
pronounced the counterfeits almost perfect. 

Among the issues duplicated by Derevitzkay — he turned out about three 
a day — were the Panama-Pacific half dollar, the State of Alabama Centen- 
nial half dollar of 1921, Missouri Centennial of 1921, the Hawaiian coin 
commemorating Captain Cook’s discovery of the islands, the Oregon Trail 
Memorial, 19 26, and memorial coins struck for Alabama and California.

NEW YORK NUMISMATIC CIjUB — 312th regular monthly meeting, De- 
cember 14th, Edward T. Newell, president, presiding. Twenty-seven mem- 
bers and five guests were present. 

Mr. Newell introduced the guest of the evening, Mr. Archibald Roosevelt, 
son of former President Theodore Roosevelt, who was present by invitation 
and who spoke to the members informally, as follows: 

“What I don’t know about numismatics would fill the biggest book in* 
the world; but I can speak of some of my father’s amusing experiences 
with coinage and the issuance of currency in those days. My father had 
very positive views — he was rather a positive fellow, as I found out. He 
disliked intensely the American coinage of that time, particularly the gold 
pieces, as he said the backs of them looked as though there was a grilled 
squab on them. He never like grilled squabs, anyway — not enough for a 
full-grown man to eat. He also objected strongly to the Irish lady dressed 
up in a war bonnet. When he got in as President he had to appoint a 
Cabinet. Among those appointed was Oscar S. Strauss. Father was very 
anxious to get Mr. Strauss — insisted that all America be one group and 
wanted to get a Jew in the Cabinet, and picked Oscar Strauss. There’s an 
amusing story in this connection. A big dinner was given by Jacob Schiff. 
My father was the first speaker and he started off very impressively: 
‘Gentlemen: I have come here tonight to give honor to the great man, Oscar 
Strauss. When I wanted a man for my Cabinet, I did not look as to whether 
he were a Jew or Gentile — whether he were white or black. I simply chose 
the best man; etc.’ Mr. Schiff, being deaf, had not heard a word of my 
father’s speech, and he started off as the next speaker: ‘Gentlemen: The 
President wrote down to me, ‘Dear Mr. Schiff: I want a Jew in the Cabinet — 
he must be good — but I want a Jew, anyway.’ 

“My brother became very familiar with Oscar Strauss and they both were 
interested in Greek coins. My brother’s collection is now at the Groton 
School. When he died in France two Greek coins were found on him. My 
father happened to overhear of this friendship and said to Mr. Strauss: 
‘You seem to know something about coins. I always thought the coins in 
the United States were terrible’. They got together and decided the Greek 
coins were the most artistic and there was no reason why American coins 
should not be just as artistic. They got hold of Mr. St. Gaudens, and Mr. 
Strauss, Mr. St. Gaudens and father sat down together and designed a coin. 
Mr. St. Gaudens designed it and the other two did a devil of a lot of talking. 
My father was very insistent that there be no grilled squab — also that there 
be a real live Indian with headdress. He had great prejudices against 
‘In God We Trust’ on filthy lucre. They designed a coin which had an 
eagle flying, an Indian giving a war whoop, no ‘In God We Trust’. The 
first trouble they got into was with stacking the coins. Then they retired 
into a brown study and someone figured out the countersunk method. They 
started off with the first coin, which was a $5 gold piece. Before they 
had this struck at the mint, some Congressman found out they were going 
to eliminate the Irish girl and raised hell. They had to put back the Irish 
girl. A few hundred of these coins were out and another Congressman 
found out there was no ‘In God We Trust’. The next coin had the ‘In God 
We Trust.’ Those are the only two I could bring along. There are a $20 
and $10 at the Roosevelt House Exhibit, which I will send over some time 
when your club has a meeting. The first St. Gaudens $10 and $20 were 
concave. He made a compromise on the $10 and $20 — if he could get the 
Indian head on, he would put ‘In God We Trust.’ That is why the $10 and 
$20 have a real Indian head and not the Irish lady. Tom (Morris) told 
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me you people were interested in medals, so I brought these medals along. 
I went up in the attic and took out a big box — some of you fellows would go 
crazy over it — and took out some of the medals that interested me. There 
is a 1901 Inauguration medal, another medal of the American Embassy, 
Paris, around 1901, a Lincoln medal, also another medal of St. Gaudens. 

“In Congress the queerest things would raise a row. The darned Irish 
girl and Tn God We Trust’ made a lot of trouble. Some of the solons from 
Tennessee said it showed the fundamental irreligiousness of the President 
of the United States. Some from Kentucky said nothing good could 
come from New York. It was the custom in the White House to condemn 
certain old pieces of furniture and auction them off. Among certain pieces 
condemned was a sideboard presented to President Hayes by the Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union. This was put up at auction and bought by a 
saloonkeeper. A newspaper reporter found out and published this informa- 
tion. Thereupon, the entire W. C. T. U. of the United States got up and 
said this showed the iniquity of the New Yorker in the White House, selling 
this thing to the saloonkeeper and pocketing the money! There were im- 
passioned speeches on both sides until one day Speaker Cannon got up and 
said: ‘Gentlemen: I have just heard of this horrible iniquity, but, gentlemen, 
I have found out another one that is even worse. In the simple days of our 
republic, it is said that Dolly Madison used to hang the laundry that had 
been washed, on a clothes line in the East Room to dry. Good God, gentle- 
men, where is that clothesline now?’ This stopped any real political trouble. 

“One of the great difficulties they had in the White House was with 
Admiral Dewey, who was a great stickler for precedent. They had to be 
very sure the right fellow went in front of the other fellow, etc. Cannon 
and Dewey came to the same dinner one night. At a formal dinner all the 
guests came first, and then when the guests had arrived the President 
started from upstairs, and when he got to the landing the Marine Band 
would strike up and the President would walk in. When the guests first 
came in, they were given a card which named the lady they were to lead 
in to dinner and that they were behind so-and-so. Cannon received his 
card, which said he was behind Admiral Dewey. Cannon immediately put 
on his coat and started out of the White House. Everybody was upset, and 
the cards were changed around, putting Admiral Dewey behind Cannon. 
Then they found Dewey leaving. My father decided to fix this thing. He 
made them walk in arm-and-arm and the two ladies arm-in-arm behind 
them. Then they were perfectly satisfied. 

“There is always a Speaker's dinner, and at one of these dinners there 
were a great many Congressmen who had never had a dress suit on before 
and went down and hired them. There wag an old duck that came from 
the mountains of Tennessee. He had a great long, white beard and was very 
Stiff and prim. This old gentleman was sent in with a beautifully gowned 
and beautifully jewelled lady of the Diplomatic Corps. The first course was 
oysters. The two looked at each other distrustfully, but nothing happened. 
Just as the tomato soup was being served, the lady dropped her napkin, and 
father could see the old gentleman lean down very stiffly, holding his beard, 
and give the lady her napkin. It was so funny that the lady gave a nervous 
giggle and then said: ‘Oh, I beg your pardon.’ The old gentleman drew 
himself up, looked at the lady and said: ‘Madam, I which I was to hum and 
you was to hell.’’ 

“These dinners were served at big horseshoe tables. I was 11 at the 
time and my brother Quentin was 7. We made the most amazing dis- 
covery at that time, which I am passing on to you. All the ladies at a big 
dinner get rid of their shoes the first thing after they sit down. I think 
this discovery ranks with Columbus’ discovery of America. If I never did 
anything else in my life, that discovery is worth it. Before the dinner, my 
brother and I would get under the tables, and when the ladies arrived and 
took their shoes off we would take the shoes from Lady X and put them in 
front of Lady Y, etc. The results were just too funny. Like everything else, 
we did it just once too often. I found out then, as at other times that my 
father was an extremely positive gentleman.’’ 

A motion was made, seconded and carried that a rising vote of thanks 
be extended to Mr. Archibald Roosevelt for his very excellent talk. 

Mr. Newell then called on Mr. Hering, who had worked with Mr. St. 
Gaudens, and Mr. Hering spoke as follows: 

“I don’t think it would be fair to Mr. Roosevelt if I should speak on the 
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same subject he spoke on. All you said in the beginning about Mr. St. 
Gaudens and Mr. Strauss was true. However, Mr. St. Gaudens wrote your 
father that his health would not permit him to do this work, but he had an 
assistant who would do it under his direction, Mr. Henry Hering. Mr. St. 
Gaudens made the design for the $10 gold piece and also a rough sketch 
for the $20. Then he passed it on to me. This coin was much too large to 
be practical, so I took it in hand and made it a smaller size. The story 
about the stacking of coins is ridiculous. No sculptor or man would make 
a coin that would not stack. They stacked these coins, but it was the 
process they went through that brought about a wire edge. Those $20 gold 
pieces were just minted one day, each one took nine stampings to produce 
the relief. One hundred and seventy-two tons of hydraulic pressure were 
used on each coin. It was your father’s and also Mr. St. Gaudens’ idea to 
have a high-relief coin. St. Gaudens said to me: ‘Hering, you have to make 
a high relief,’ so I got to work and got all the French coins and some of the 
Belgium coins, which were known as high relief coins. I started out on 
that scale, made it a little heavier and I modelled this nine-inch plaque with 
this figure. I told St. Gaudens this would not go through. ‘Do anything you 
want, Hering; Teddy and I are in back of you.’ I made this coin, put it 
under my arm and went to Philadelphia. Before I went I said to St. 
Gaudens: ‘They take me for a kid. I can talk to these fellows about it, 
but they are liable to run me down.’ St. Gaudens said: ‘Hering, I’ll give 
you a letter with a beard on it.’ I went down to the Mint with this heavy 
relief. In the meantime they had the model for the $10 gold piece. I 
met Mr. Barber. This was the first time the mint was interfered with, and 
they didn’t like it, and the reception I got wasn’t any too good. I tried to 
be diplomatic, but when they showed me the reduction of the $10 coin, 
I looked at it. When you model a thing you are familiar with it. I said: 
‘I’m sorry, Mr. Barber, but it’s a pretty poor reproduction. I think you can 
do better with it.’ I showed him the new model of the $20 piece and he 
told me it was impossible to make. I told him we are going to try and get 
a high-relief coin, the highest we can get. When I was there I found they 
were using an old English machine they had had for about sixty years. I 
went back and told St. Gaudens that Mr. Barber would not make a reduction 
of the model, as he wanted a lower relief model. I told him it was im- 
possible to do anything with the antiquated machine they had at the mint. 
Of course, St. Gaudens wrote to the President and gave him my report. 
Three or four months later he had to go to Philadelphia, and the French 
machine I had recommended was in the mint.” 

It was moved, seconded and carried that a rising vote of thanks be given 
to Mr. Hering for his very interesting talk.

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The Secretary then read the report of the nominating committee for the 
officers for the year 1935, as follows: President, E. T. Newell; Vice-Presi- 
dent, A. W. Deas; Secretary-Treasurer, F. C. C. Boyd; executive committee, 
Moritz Wormser, chairman; Howland Wood, O. T. Sghia and T. O. Mabbott; 
membership committee, Joseph Barnet, chairman; Dr. Morton S. Hahn, 
M. F. Kortjohn, T. F. Morris and F. S. Knobloch; publication committee, 
Farran Zerbe, chairman; V. L. Brown and J. M. Telleen; medallic art 
committee, Leonard Kusterer, chairman; David M. Bullowa, J. M. Swanson, 
J. Guttag and Mrs. S. A. Brown. 

The President called for any nominations from the floor. A motion was 
made, seconded and carried that the nominations be closed, aind that the 
secretary cast one ballot. The secretary cast one ballot and reported that 
the nominees Avere elected unanimously. 

The Executive Committee suggested as the topic for the January meeting, 
“Coins, Tokens and Paper Money of Canada.” It was moved, seconded and 
carried that this be the topic for the January meeting. 

The publication committee reported as follows: 

“Various new numismatic magazines are announced, two of which are here 
for review. Texas Commemorative half dollars, so long expected, are now 
being distributed; a noval characteristic of the coin is that it is pre-dated, 
1934, for the anniversary date, 1936. It is announced that the Cuban 
Republic will release its first paper money commencing with the New Year; 
the paper money used in Cuba in recent years has been United States notes. 
Canada’s first silver dollar is announced for next May, commemorative of 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of the coronation of King George, to be known 
as the ‘George dollar’; it is understood 100,000 pieces will be coined and 
released to circulation at face value. Reduced-size paper of new design is 
expected to be placed in circulation by Canada commencing with the new 
year. The new type five-franc nickel coin of France is reported as unsatis- 
factory and will be retired from circulation; it will be replaced with a new 
issue. Princeton University’s chemistry laboratory is reported as contribut- 
ing to numismatics in analyzing ancient bronze coins to determine their 
composition, and, which, it is stated, will contribute to classification as to 
period and place of production. The Irish Free State has invited designs 
for new coins to symbolize the industries of that country. What is said to be 
a record quantity coinage for any United States mint was produced at the 
Philadelphia mint on November 27th, a total of 3,506,547 pieces, about two 
and one-half million of which were 1-cent pieces. United States coinage of 
all the mints for the month of November was almost 78,000,000 pieces, in 
comparison with less than three million pieces in November, 1933.” 

At Elliott Smith’s suggestion, the President called on Howland Wood to 
say a few words about counterfeit half dollars. Mr. Wood stated that 
counterfeit commemorative half dollars are being peddled around. These 
are beautifully done. They are cast in silver and have been cleaned up a 
little and give the appearance as if they had been worn and slightly 
tarnished. They are cast just the least bit, perhaps one-eleventh, smaller 
than the regular coins. Under a glass you can see cast marks, but the 
milling is perfect. They are very dangerous and Mr. Wood suggested that 
everybody had better beware.

ROMAN FINDS REVEAL OLD ECONOMIC CRISIS. 

The only Roman theater in England has just been excavated near St. 
Albans, says a press dispatch and is to be preserved for posterity by the Earl 
of Verulam, the owner of the property on which the theater was found, it 
was announced at a meeting of the Society of Antiquaries at Burlington 
House. The theater was large enough to hold 2,00 0 people, as many as the 
average London theater of modern times, and is believed to have been three 
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times reconstructed. The excavations have been carried out by Miss 
Kathleen Kenyon, daughter of Sir Frederic Kenyon, formerly director of the 
British Museum. They have also revealed a temple, the existence of which 
had not previously been suspected, and a hoard of 800 coins. 

The coins, which are very small and made of bronze, have been examined 
by Mrs. Mortimer Wheeler, who, together with Dr. R. E. Mortimer Wheeler, 
has had general charge of the excavations at St. Albans. They are expected 
to revolutionize many of the ideas of numismatic experts. They were found 
beneath a layer of mortar which formed the surface of the stage in the 
rebuilt theater, and can be dated to between A. D. 270-300. Although of 
superb workmanship, the existence of such coins is a striking illustration 
of the severity of the economic crisis which at that time faced Britain as 
the result of the cutting of communications with the rest of the empire by 
Vandal raids. 


COINS THAT BRING LUCK TO SHIPS. 

When a new mast was stepped recently in the schooner Gardiner G. Deer- 
ing at Bath, Maine, a silver half dollar was placed under the butt of the 
stick to bring the vessel good luck. True, the Deering needed a change of 
luck for the better, for she had been through all sorts of troubles, including 
her master’s murder by a negro cook. 

The practice of putting silver coins under a vessel’s masts was in high 
favor in Maine when that State was turning out square-riggers that won 
fame and wealth for their owners in the heyday of American shipping before 
the Civil War. Old-time sailors firmly believe that the silver coins brought 
luck. Some of them even went further and not only put a silver dollar under 
each mast, but also carried a Bible and a portrait of Abraham Lincoln in 
the cabin. 

One skipper remarked as a newly launched clipper was towed to sea: 
“Well, she’s got silver dollars under her masts, Abe Lincoln and the Bible 
in the cabin and the American eagle with both claws full of arrows for a 
figurehead. If those don’t bring her luck nothing can.’’ — New York Times. 


( OIN EXHIBIT IN BALTIMORE DEPARTMENT STORE. 

An unusual collection of coins, loaned by the Chase National Bank of New 
York City, will be exhibited at Hutzler Brothers Company, Baltimore, early 
in February. The material for this special exhibit comprises duplicate 
specimens from the permanent collection of “Money of the World’’ housed at 
the main bank. It includes specimens of curious money, commodity money, 
and ancient and historic coins, also a number of specimens of paper cur- 
rency, including obsolete bank notes of historic interest, most of them 
State bank issues of the period 1820 to 1863. The collection will be dis- 
played in the Exhibition Hall.
